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'An honor that is long overdue' 


Casey veteran receives 
Purple Heart medal

“He just fell through the 
cracks. He’s been done 
wrong but now it’s being 
made right,” said Glen Phil¬ 
lips, who befriended Sgt. 
Jesse Wethington of Liberty 
and worked to secure for him 
a Purple Heart for battle re¬ 
lated injuries received in Iraq 
in 2005. 

Kentucky Republican 
Senator and Senate Minor¬ 
ity Leader Mitch McConnell 
presented the Purple Heart 
medal to Wethington in a cer¬ 
emony at the VFW Post 1170 
in Middletown on Saturday, 
more than eight years after 
the incident. 

“It is my great honor to be 
here for the presentation of 
the Purple Heart medal to Sgt. 
Jesse Wethington of Liberty, 
Ky., for wounds he received 
in action while in service to 
our country in Iraq. It is an 
honor that is long overdue,” 
McConnell said. 


Kentucky Guard Adjutant 
General Ed Tonini along with 
other high ranking military 
officers attended the service, 
including VFW Kentucky 
State Commander Joe Schnit- 
terbaum. 

Army General Pat Dolan 
gave the invocation at the 
service. Dolan most recently 
served as parish priest at St. 
Bernard Catholic Church in 
Clementsville and Sacred 
Heart Catholic Church in 
Liberty. 

In addition, Wethington’s 
wife, Ashley, and his 6-year- 
old daughter, Hannah, and 
other members of his fam¬ 
ily attended the ceremony, as 
well as Phillips and his wife. 

But the day belonged to 
Wethington and recalling the 
heroic service that he ren¬ 
dered for the United States 
while serving in Iraq. 

Jesse's story 

As his father and two 
brothers had done, Wething¬ 


ton, now 29, volunteered to 
serve his country in the armed 
forces. 

As a member of the Ken¬ 
tucky Army National Guard, 
Wethington was mobilized 
with Battery B, First Battal¬ 
ion, 623rd Field Artilleiy. 

In the closing months of 
2004, he deployed to Iraq 


where he served as a com¬ 
munications specialist work¬ 
ing in the tactical operations 
center at the forward operat¬ 
ing base. 

Seeing members of his 
unit go out in Humvees and 
gunfrucks on a daily basis, he 
also saw the physical horror 
done to his fellow servicemen 


from enemy explosive de¬ 
vices planted along the roads. 
He also lost three Kentucky 
friends, members of his unit. 

Despite being relative¬ 
ly safe in his role behind 
the fence on a base, when 
the need for a gunner on a

A crowd of more than 200 
people gathered on Tues¬ 
day to break ground for the 
Casey County Community 
and Education Center being 
constructed at the comer of 
Pettyjohn and Jockey streets 
in downtown Liberty. 

Marrillia Design and Con¬ 
struction Company began 
construction on the $3.5 mil¬ 


lion building which is slated 
to be completed by January 
2015. 

Casey County Judge-Ex¬ 
ecutive Ronald Wright wel¬ 
comed attendees and recog¬ 
nized special guests invited 
to attend — Donna Diaz, 
director of the Lake Cum¬ 
berland Area Development 
District, Mark Givens with 
USDA Rural Development, 
Tony Wilder, commissioner 
of the Kentucky Department 


of Local Government, state 
Sen. Jimmy Higdon, Rep. 
Terry Mills, and Rep. Mike 
Harmon. 

Homer Hecht, pastor of 
First Christian Church in 
Liberty, offered the invoca¬ 
tion. 

Several of the dignitaries 
spoke to attendees and con¬ 
gratulated the county and 
city governments for work¬ 
ing together on the project. 

Wilder said that Gov. 


Steve Beshear was behind 
this project from the moment 
he learned of it. 

“When I presented this 
project to the governor for 
the very first time, he liked 
this concept because he 
knows the underpinning of 
any progress in the commu¬ 
nity comes from education,” 
Wilder said.

Religious studies should be taught in schools 


Considering current 
laws, the school board did 
the only thing they could 
(Freethinkers leave lit¬ 
erature in schools, April 2, 
2014 issue). They granted 
the same courtesy to the 
Gideons. This was a wake- 
up call. In the future we 
may have other religious 
orders pursuing the same 
path. Larry Rowell sug¬ 
gested it should be the job 
of the parents and church¬ 
es to teach religion to our 
children. I agree. But with 
less than 25 percent of the 
county attending church on 
a regular basis, I don’t see 
this as a feasible solution. 
About 75 percent of the 
county is either ill equipped 
or lacks the ability to teach 
the Bible and the saving 
grace of Jesus. 

One solution would be 
adding religious studies 
to the school curriculum. 
It should not be based on 
preaching but on teach¬ 
ing the scriptural under¬ 
standing according to the 
denominational doctrines. 
These teachers should have 
a degree in theology to en¬ 
sure consistent teaching of 
denominational doctrines. 

Catholic children would 
be taught by a Catholic 
priest, Jewish children by a 
Rabbi, Mormons by one of 
their elders, or in the case 
of our county, Baptist and 


Pentecostal preachers. 

Back in the day we used 
to have study hall. That 
would be an ideal time to 
schedule religious studies. 
I see no religious conflict 
since no particular religion 
is being promoted. I don’t 
think money would be an 
issue. I believe any preach¬ 
er worth having would be 
willing to donate an hour 
of his time. Those children 
who have no church affili¬ 
ation can choose a class on 
religion or attend a regular 
study hall class. This is not 
a new concept. My brother 
told me they were taught 
religion in Germany public 
schools in the 1940s and 
50s. 

I believe that even the 
ACLU would be hard 
pressed to find fault in this 
system since religion is a 
legitimate subject of study. 
No one is being forced to 
participate. No expense to 
the county or state. Since 
there is no preaching of 
sermons it cannot be con¬ 
sidered a church service. 
There is no intent on wit¬ 
nessing, no intent on con¬ 
version. The only intent is 
to help young people be¬ 
come more familiar with 
their own denominational 
doctrines.

Learning how Labascus got its name 


Hooray for Beulah Mil- 
bern. She took my ques¬ 
tion about the origin of the 
name of Labascus to heart. 
I got the following infor¬ 
mation from her: 

“I looked in the book 
‘Kentucky Place Names’ 
by Robert Rennick and 
it said: Labascus, Casey 
County, on KY 501 six 
miles south of Liberty, an 
extinct post office, was 
named for its first postmas¬ 
ter, Labascus J. Minton. 
The post office was in ser¬ 
vice intermittently from 
November 7, 1882 until it 
closed in 1954.” 

Thank you, Mrs. Mil- 
bern. This brings to mind 
another question. How did 
Labascus J. Minton get his 
name? Maybe his parents, 
like so many parents these 
days, made it up. 

One wag told me he 
thought Labascus really 
stood for “Lay Back and 
Cuss.” I did not take him 
seriously. His son, another 
wag, said he thought it got 
its name when someone 
was preaching about Paul 
and how he was struck 
blind on the road to Da¬ 
mascus but the preacher

was illiterate and called 
it the road to Labascus. I 
did not take him seriously, 
either. 

Mrs. Milbern did not go 
all the way through Mr. 
Rennick’s book but she 
added a few of the funny 
place names she found 
in it: Asylum, Beefhide, 
Black Gnat, Blue Moon, 
Bliss, Bow, Briar Thicket, 
Bugtussel, Buzzard Roost, 
Cheap, Chicken Bristle, 
Cyclone, Dent, and Dwarf. 
She said she had also been 
to Monkey’s Eyebrow in 
Ballard County. 

When I worked for Ken¬ 
tucky Blood Center I had to 
do a lot of traveling to visit 
the hospitals that got their 
blood from us and I passed 
through or near places 
with interesting names in 
Eastern Kentucky. One of 
my favorites is Helechawa 
in Wolfe County. I asked 
someone how that one got 


its name. I was told a trav¬ 
eler stopped a local man 
for directions one day to 
a town probably no longer 
in existence. The traveler 
was told he could follow 
the road in either direction 
to get to the town, “but it 
is hell each a-way”. Mr. 
Rennick’s book disputes 
this. It said the community 
was a station on the now 
defunct Ohio and Ken¬ 
tucky Railroad and was 
named after the daughter 
of its first president, a gen¬ 
tleman from New York. 
He combined parts of the 
daughter’s name, HELEn 
CHAse WAlbridge or 
HELECHAWA. I like the 
first version better. 

Another of my favor¬ 
ite names in Kentucky is 
Thousandsticks in Leslie 
County. They still had a 
tiny post office back in the 
days before I left the blood 
center. As I recall, there 
wasn’t a lot of anything 
else around it except the 
Mountain Parkway. 

Casey County has some 
great old names and I hate 
to see all of them disap¬ 
pear, although many al¬ 
ready have. 


Wrap your tongue 
around these goodies: 
Chuckuluck, Blacklick, 
Elk Cave, Sulphur, Buck¬ 
eye, Knoblick, Rheber, 
Peck, Linnie, Gum Lick, 
Montezuma Salt Works, 
Freedom, Ed, Grace, At- 
terson, Bright, Deadwood, 
Penoe, Silene, Dove, 
Nuby, Bluster, and Wess. 
Yes, these are real names 
of either school districts or 
post offices or both. 

My personal favorite 
Casey County name is 
Poodle Doo. About 15 or 


so years ago some peo¬ 
ple wanted to change. I 
thought it was a hoot that 
they got voted down. 

I think we should cher¬ 
ish our dear little places 
with funny old names and 
remember them. Before 
long all we will have will 
be two or three towns of 
any size in the county and 
our formerly colorful road 
names will be changed to 
John Doe Road or Fred 
Fuzzlebottom Freeway or 
Letitia Lottabucks Lane. 
We’ve lost our sense of 
history and our imagina¬ 
tion. I don’t like it a bit!

who have opposition in the 
May 20 primary will be asked 
three or four questions by a 
three member panel, with 
their answers directed to the 
audience.

$500,000 DLG grant that 
needed and received the gov¬ 
ernor’s approval, different el¬ 
ements had to come together. 

Wilder said that there was 
good joint city-county lead¬ 
ership, state legislators also 
committed to work on the 
project, and the community 
got behind the project. 

“These projects don’t get 
approved unless all those el¬ 
ements are together. As the 
bricks start to get laid, you 
see tangible evidence of what 
public leadership means and 
what activism in a commu¬ 


nity means,” Wilder said. 

Mayor Steve Sweeney 
closed the ceremony with a 
few remarks in which he rec¬ 
ognized and thanked city and 
county leaders who have sup¬ 
ported the project.

Ine facility will have eight 
classrooms, with six devoted 
to college classes and the re¬ 
maining two rooms will be 
available for community and 
other educational purposes.

■ On March 31, the man 
is accused of taking a 2008 
Dodge Ram pickup from Dog 
Trot on Oak Hill. 

■ Friday, Lawless alleg¬ 
edly took a 2003 Chevrolet 
Silverado truck from Pulaksi 
County and ditched it on 
South Fork Ridge. 

■ Also on Friday, Coffman 
got a tip where Lawless was 
holed up. But before officers 
arrived, he stole a van from 
Robert Wilson on Chestnut 
Level. However, the van had 
no brakes on it so Lawless 
ditched the vehicle in a hay 
field. 

■ Lawless then stole a 
2003 Ford Ranger pickup 
from Walter and Barb Jascor, 
who live on Country Way. It 
was in this vehicle that Pu¬ 
laski County officials finally 
caught up with Lawless, who 
tried to flee from officers but 
was caught when the truck 
got stuck in a muddy field. 

Barb said that an uniden¬ 
tified man entered the back 
sliding glass doors on their 
home at 11 a.m on Friday. 

“He roamed around the 
house and grabbed a proof set 


of coins, car keys, four gold 
chains, a Nokia phone, shirts, 
socks, and some pen knives,” 
she said. 

Lawless exited the house 
and Jascor’s daughter, who 
was upstairs, saw the truck 
leaving the residence. 

Jascor said that the truck 
was locked because they had 
heard about a man stealing 
vehicles in the area. 

Officers from the Pulaski 
County Sheriff’s Department 
notified Jascor about 1 a.m. 
Saturday morning that their 
tmck had been recovered. 

“In the tmck they found 
the shirts, socks, and one of 
the chains. The $50 in coins, 
three chains, and Nokia phone 
were gone,” she said, adding 
that there was also some type 
of wooden antique appliance 
in the tmck bed that doesn’t 
belong to the Jascors. 

Also, Jascor said that there 
was minor cosmetic damage 
to the interior of the tmck 
amounting to about $500. 

However, she said, there’s 
an oil leak underneath and 
the Jascors aren’t sure if it’s 
related to damage from Law¬ 
less driving the tmck in a field 


while trying to elude capture. 

And to add insult to injury, 
the Jascors had to pay $75 to 
have their tmck towed, a fee 
that Barb said will be reim¬ 
bursed by AAA. 

Charges mount up 

Coffman said that other 
charges will be filed concern¬ 
ing missing tools, wrecked 
vehicles, and a gun that is 
missing from one of the ve¬ 
hicles. 

Lawless is also charged 
with fleeing and evading in 
connection with a stolen ve¬ 
hicle pursuit that began in 
Lincoln County and ended in 
Pulaski County on Thursday. 

Lawless is being held in 
the Pulaski County Deten¬ 
tion Center on the following 
Pulaski County charges: re¬ 
ceiving stolen property, pos¬ 
session of marijuana and pos¬ 
session of dmg paraphernalia 
(a syringe).

Legislative News 

House, Senate agree on two-year budget 


After hours of work 
and negotiations lasting 
through the night, the con¬ 
ference committee of the 
House and Senate mem¬ 
bers agreed upon a strong, 
responsible budget for the 
next two years. The final 
budget borrows less mon¬ 
ey and uses less one-time 
money to pay recurring 
expenses than the propos¬ 
als from the Governor and 
House. That means both 
the debt service ratio and 
stmctural imbalance are 
lower. 

Making sure Kentucky 
students receive quality 
education is one of this 
budget’s top priorities. 
Kentucky’s preschool pro¬ 
gram will be expanded in 
2016, increase K-12 per- 
pupil (SEEK) funding, and 
add nearly $10 million for 
education technology. 

The final budget also re¬ 
tained some items that had 
been included by the Sen¬ 
ate, including additional 
funding for Career and 
Technical Education to 
fill vacant teaching posi¬ 
tions at vocational schools 
throughout the state. Also 
retained were increased 
funding for college schol¬ 
arships through the Ken¬ 
tucky Tuition Grants 
(KTG) and the College 
Access Program (CAP). 

Many state agencies 
will receive budget reduc¬ 
tions up to 5 percent in the 
next biennium. However, 
programs such as funding 
for childcare subsidies for 
low-income families will 
be restored. 

The budget also includes 
pay raises for state em¬ 
ployees for the first time 
since 2008. 

The final budget in¬ 
cludes raises for public

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school teachers and judi¬ 
cial branch employees as 
well. 

This legislation also 
paid Kentucky Employee 
Retirement System’s Ac- 
tuarially Recommended 
Contribution (ARC), and 
provides $372.3 million in 
FY15 and $380.5 million 
in FY16 for the Kentucky 
Teachers’ Retirement Sys¬ 
tem employer match for 
qualified local school dis¬ 
trict employees. 

We included language 
provisions to ensure tax¬ 
payer dollars are used re¬ 
sponsibly. 

For example, the budget 
specifies that no general 
fund dollars may be used 
for the implementation of 
the Affordable Care Act 
(ACA), which has been 
done without legislative 
approval with the prom¬ 
ise it would be paid for by 
federal funds. 

Likewise, funds re¬ 
ceived as a result of the 
ACA may not be used to 
permanently expand or 
create programs. 

The budget and many 
other bills are now in the 
hands of the Governor, 
who must choose whether 
to sign or veto the mea¬ 
sures. The governor has 
the authority on budget 
bills to line-item veto 
specific provisions if he 
chooses to do so. When 
the General Assembly re¬ 
turns to Frankfort on April 
14 for the final two days 
of the session, any vetoes 


may be overridden by a 
majority vote of both the 
House and Senate. These 
bills await the Governor’s 
signature. 

Senate Bill 98 will cre¬ 
ate an adult abuse registry 
and require agencies that 
employ adult caregiv¬ 
ers to check the registry 
database before hiring a 
personal care staff mem¬ 
ber. The registry would be 
maintained by the Cabinet 
for Health and Family Ser¬ 
vices and would also be 
available for individuals 
or families seeking to hire 
a caregiver. 

Currently, nursing 
homes, adult care agencies 
and families have no way 
of knowing if a potential 
employee has been fired 
for confirmed abuse or ne¬ 
glect. An adult abuse reg¬ 
istry will help employers 
hire responsible caregiv¬ 
ers, and more important¬ 
ly, will better protect our 
vulnerable citizens from 
harm. 

Senate Bill 109 will pro¬ 
hibit the sale of “electron¬ 
ic cigarettes” to minors. 
These e-cigarettes are 
sometimes marketed and 
sold as a safer alternative 
to traditional cigarettes 
because they are smoke¬ 
less. But they still emit a 
vaporized form of nicotine 
to users that many people 
feel is still addictive and 
unsafe for youth. We want 
to do all we can to protect 
our children from drugs, 
including nicotine, and 
this measure will help do 
that. 

We also were able to 
pass second amendment 
laws with amendments to 
House bills. 

House Bill 128, com¬ 
bines previsions that in¬ 


clude a section allowing 
people protected by an 
Emergency Protective Or¬ 
der (EPO) or Domestic 
Violence Order (DVO) 
to get a temporary permit 
for concealed carry deadly 
weapons. The permit will 
be good for 45 days as 
long as the person passes 
a background check. An¬ 
other piece of the legisla¬ 
tion will allow electronic 
applications for concealed 
carry permits, speeding up 
the process. 

The General Assembly 
is now in a ten-day recess 
for the Governor’s veto 
period, and will return on 
April 14 for the final two 
working days of the ses¬ 
sion. 

We’ll consider any ve¬ 
toes the governor might 
enact on any of the vari¬ 
ous bills we’ve passed so 
far, as well as put a final 
stamp of approval on any 
last-minute bills still being 
considered. 

I invite you to visit 
Frankfort and observe the 
work in the Senate. Also, 
citizens are always wel¬ 
come in our committee 
meetings.

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Allman pleads guilty to 
Russell Co. murder 

Guilty ... that was the plea entered by 
Christopher Allman on all charges against 
him stemming from the June 14, 2012 mur¬ 
der of Sarah Roberts Hart, according to The 
Times Journal in Russell Springs. 

Included in the charges read to Allman in 
Russell Circuit Court on Thursday morn¬ 
ing were a total of seven counts; murder, 
1st degree rape, fetal homicide, kidnapping, 
1st degree robbery, tampering with physical 
evidence and two counts of persistent felony 
offender 2nd degree. 

Formal sentencing is scheduled for May 
6, but in the plea deal agreement Allman 
agreed to the understanding he will likely 
receive life without the possibility of parole, 
insuring he spends his remaining years in 
prison. 

Sarah Hart, age 31 at the time, was jog¬ 
ging with her sister in the early morning 
hours on Hwy.127 near Fmit of the Loom 
when Hart turned back to walk to her car, 
expressing not feeling well. 

She was accosted by Allman who dmg 
her from the sidewalk and into a clump of 
trees and shrubs across from the Lake Cum¬ 
berland Community Action Agency where 
he raped, robbed and strangled her using a 
vine. 

Allman claimed to have robbery as moti¬ 
vation, but has acknowledged that the mur¬ 
der of Sarah Hart was intentional. 

Hart was approximately three months 
pregnant at the time with what would have 
been her fourth child with husband Ryan 
Hart. 

Hart had been missing from about 5:30 
a.m. And through an exhaustive search by 
friends, family and concerned citizens, her 
body was found at 11:14 a.m. 

Allman was arrest and charged with initial 
charges 12 hours from the time of the mur¬ 
der by Kentucky State Police investigator’s 
Lt. Eric Wolford and Detective B.J. Burton. 

Commonwealth Attorney and prosecutor 
in the case, Matthew Leveridge, said he was 
pleased with the outcome. 

“As far as the process, we’ve been fortu¬ 
nate today. This case has moved faster than 
most death penalty cases in Kentucky,” Le¬ 
veridge said.

states an article in the Courier-Journal. 

Black will be there to see it in person. 
CBS, which interviewed him for a TV piece 
last week, called him late Saturday night af¬ 
ter the Wildcats beat Wisconsin in the Final 
Four to reach Monday night’s NCAA title 
game. He just had to fmd a way to get there, 
so he borrowed a car from his buddy’s mom 
for the 14-hour drive. 

“I drive a big truck,” he said, 
“so that gas would’ve killed me.” 
Black, a 22-year-old machinist, got his pre¬ 
dictive ink on March 13, the day before the 
Wildcats played their first SEC Tournament 


game. No one was picking them to play for 
the national championship then. They’d just 
lost three of their final four regular-season 
games and were unranked. But Black just 
had a feeling. 

Plenty of people called him crazy - he ad¬ 
mits he probably is - but now he’s on the 
cusp of having the last laugh. 

After winning four consecutive thrillers, 
the last three ending with go-ahead Aaron 
Harrison 3-pointers in the final minute, Ken¬ 
tucky will play for the program’s ninth na¬ 
tional title. That’s what the “9” in his tattoo 
represents. 

“I’ve always had confidence in them, but I 
ain’t gonna lie, they’ve had me worried here 
lately,” Black said. “It’s veiy surreal. It’s 
wild. And seeing us win the type of games 
we’ve been winning, every one of them nail- 
biters, it almost feels like it’s destiny for us to 
win a championship.” 

Animal Control discovers 
dump site for pit bull remains 

Hardin County Animal Control discov¬ 
ered three badly decomposed pit bulls and 
skeletal remains of two more dogs on April 
3 near the LaRue/Hardin County line on 
Middle Creek Road after receiving a call, 
Director Gerald Foley said. 

The department is looking for the pub¬ 
lic’s help on who may have dumped 
the animals at the location, and Fo¬ 
ley said callers can leave anonymous tips. 
Help is needed as the dogs contained no 
trace of microchip identification, he said. 

“There was no ID of any kind at all,” he 
said. 

Foley said the three animal carcass¬ 
es were so badly decomposed that he 
could not determine the cause of death. 
The remains of the two other dogs could not 
be identified by breed, so it is unclear if they 
were pit bulls, he said. 

The grisly discovery follows a weekend 
report Animal Control fielded of three dead 
pit bulls found in blankets along Boone Road 
on the northern end of the county. Those re¬ 
mains were retrieved by the county’s dead 
animal removal program, he said. 

Foley said he has no evidence the 
two discoveries are connected, but he 
said he does not believe in coincidences. 
Gayle Johnson, president of Hardin 
County Pet Protection, discovered the 
dogs as the dump site is near her home. 
She took photographs of the remains and 
reported her findings to Foley’s office. 
Johnson said the site was horrifying to any¬ 
one who has a soft spot for animals. 

“It’s not good at all,” she said. 

One of the dogs’ mouths was bared into a 
grimace, revealing teeth as “white as snow.” 

Johnson said her gut feeling tells her the 
two dumps are connected and could be tied 
to a potential dog fighting ring. She said one 
of the dog’s ears appeared to be cropped off 
and mangled. One dog appeared to have the 
imprints of a muzzle on its snout, she said. 

“Definite dog fighting material,” Johnson 
said. 

Foley didn’t mle out a dog fighting ring 
but said his department usually receives 
anonymous tips from a family member or 
another person who has information about a 
ring. He said he had not heard a “sniff” about 
a dog fighting ring in the last few years. 

“Usually when those things are going on, 
I know about it,” he said. 

Former Bardstown police 
officer arraigned 
on drug charges 

Former Bardstown Police Officer Tony 
Satterly was arraigned on several counts of 
prescription fraud in Nelson County circuit 
court on April 3. 

A pretrial conference has been scheduled 
for May 30. A jury trial could follow on June 
9. 

Judge John David Seay set a $9,500 unse¬ 
cured bond for Satterly’s case. 

Last month Satterly was indict¬ 
ed on 10 counts of attempting to ob¬ 
tain a controlled substance by fraud. 
According to the indictment, on or about 
July 29, 2013, through Jan. 14, Satterly, 45, 
of Bardstown, unlawfully obtained oxy¬ 
codone and hydrocodone by misrepresent¬ 
ing or withholding information from a prac¬ 
titioner. 

The indictment of a person by a grand 
jury is an accusation only and that person 
is presumed innocent until or unless proven 
guilty. 

In a previous statement to the Stan¬ 
dard, Satterly’s lawyer, Keith Sparks, 
said his client was prescribed pain pills 
for two injuries he received on the job. 
“Tony became dependent on the medication 
to help control his pain,” the statement read. 
“These prescriptions are highly addictive. 
Tony admitted his problem and voluntarily 
sought help earlier this year. He doesn’t be¬ 
lieve he ever misrepresented anything to his 
doctors. He certainly denies that he obtained 
medication by fraud, as has been alleged.” 

Satterly resigned from the police depart¬ 
ment last month, approximately two months 
after he was placed on administrative sus¬ 
pension. Satterly said he decided to resign 
because he did not want to damage the po¬ 
lice department’s image.

Why do we have kidneys? 

You have two kidneys, each 
about the size of your fist, lo¬ 
cated just below the rib cage, 
near your back. Their main 
job is to filter wastes and ex¬ 
cess water out of your blood 
to make urine. Your kidneys 
also help control blood pres- 
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What is kidney disease? 

Your kidneys filter your 
blood through many tiny 
blood vessels within your 
kidney. If the blood vessels 
in your kidney are damaged, 
they become less and less able 
to do their job. This damage 
can cause wastes to build up 
in your body. This is called 
kidney disease.

What is the link 
between diabetes and 
kidney disease? 

Kidney disease is most 
often caused by diabetes or 
high blood pressure (which 
many people with diabetes 
also have). As many as 2 in 3 
people with diabetes also have 
high blood pressure. About 1 
in 3 people with diabetes have 
kidney disease. 

When you have uncon¬ 
trolled diabetes, there is too 
much sugar (glucose) in your 
blood. This high blood sugar 
can damage the tiny blood 
vessels in your kidneys, so 
they have trouble filtering 
waste from your blood. High 
blood pressure also can dam¬ 
age these blood vessels. 

Having diabetes does not 
mean you will get kidney dis¬ 
ease. The better a person with 
diabetes keeps their blood 
sugar and blood pressure 
under control, the lower the 
chance of getting kidney dis¬ 
ease. Kidney disease usually 
develops over many years, 
and has few warning signs in 
the early stages; so many peo- 


Can kidney disease 
be treated? 

Yes. If you have kidney dis¬ 
ease, you can stop it from get¬ 
ting worse by taking care of 
your diabetes and taking any 
needed medicines. 

People with diabetes can 
lower their chances of having 
diabetes-related health prob¬ 
lems like kidney disease by 
managing the ABCs of dia¬ 
betes - A 1C, Blood Pressure, 
and Cholesterol. 

A is for the A1C test. It 
measures your average blood 
sugar level over the past three 
months. 

B is for blood pressure. 
High blood pressure makes 
your heart work too hard. 

C is for cholesterol. Bad 
cholesterol, or LDL, builds up 
and clogs your arteries. 

Ask your health care team 
what your A 1C, blood pres¬ 
sure, and cholesterol numbers 
are; what your ABC numbers 
should be; and what you can 
do to reach your ABC goals. 

Here are other things you 
can do to keep your ladneys 
healthy when you have dia¬ 
betes: 

Get your blood and urine 
tested at least once a year to 
measure how well your kid¬ 
neys are working. 

Be physically active. 

If you smoke, get help to 
quit. 

Follow what your doctor 
says. Your doctor may ask 
you to see a special doctor to 
help with your kidney disease. 
Your doctor may also tell you 
to eat less salt. 

Take all medicines that your 
doctor tells you to take - even 
when you feel well.

Present that seems in that 
moment to be the Eternal 
Absent. 

And so you ask. 

Why? 

And in asking you shake 
and bow your head for you 
know the answer is the 
mystery of the universe 
and the whirlwind therein. 

Encapsulated in the 
Why? is the How? (You 
must face it, after all.) 
How do you go on in 
this in-between time, the 
four days Lazarus lay in 
the tomb, the time before 
Jesus, tardy by choice, 
showed up — and is late, 
too late — at least from 


our view of the matter? 

We are stuck in these 
four days, for we too wait 
for Jesus to arrive. Wring¬ 
ing our hands, pacing back 
and forth, peering into the 
horizon, we ask, Where is 
he? Why doesn’t he show? 
If only he had been there 
to direct the car away from 
that tree, the crunch of the 
metal would have been 
averted and life preserved. 

With my arm around the 
young man, I pull him in 
and feel his body weep 
uncontrollably, convuls¬ 
ing under the weight of his 
loss. 

After he arrived four 
days too late to save La¬ 


zarus from death, the 
Scripture says Jesus was 
“deeply moved.” One Bi¬ 
ble scholar notes that those 
two English words describ¬ 
ing Jesus are one word in 
Greek and used to describe 
a horse snorting. Jesus felt 
it; he entered into our pain, 
taking it upon himself. 

We live between the now 
of incompleteness and the 
then of redemption. 

Holy Week is about 
waiting, anticipating. And 
it’s not easy. 

“How long till Easter?” 
we cry. 

But we are not alone. 
The German theologian 
Jurgen Moltmann in one 


sentence summarized this 
four day period where we, 
like Martha and Mary, 
wait on Jesus. It’s the 
time between the cruci¬ 
fixion on Lriday and the 
resurrection on Sunday; 
it’s the span of our lives, 
of human history. ““God 
weeps with us so that we 
may someday laugh with 
him,” Moltmann said. 

We may weep now, but 
make no doubt about it, 
Easter is not far away. 

Even now the Dawn is 
breaking, the Son is ris¬ 
ing, the Day is approach¬ 
ing. 

It’s almost time to 
laugh.

A Casey County man 
will serve no time in pris¬ 
on on 29 charges ranging 
from drugs to guns to forg¬ 
ing checks. 

Circuit Court Judge Judy 
D. Vance sentenced Kellen 
G. Sanders, of 1135 Hus- 
tonville St., Liberty, to 10 
years in prison on March 
17 but that sentence was 
probated to drug court. 

Sanders was indicted on 
Aug. 11,2013 and charged 
with receiving stolen prop¬ 
erty, firearm; tampering 
with physical evidence, 19 
counts of second-degree 
criminal possession of a 
forged instrument, posses¬ 


sion of drug paraphernalia, 
second-degree possession 
of a controlled substance, 
drug unspecified; and six 
counts of theft by unlaw¬ 
ful taking, firearm. 

Also on March 17: 

■ Tabitha Nicole 
Schmiers was sentenced 
to two years in prison, pro¬ 
bated into drug court on a 
charge of first-degree pro¬ 
moting contraband. 

■ Whitney Murphy was 
sentenced to five years in 
prison for theft by unlaw¬ 
ful taking, $500 or more 
but under $10,000. 

■ Bethany Roberts 
pleaded guilty to receiv¬

Bruckers'murder cases move forward in Taylor Circuit Court

Dressed in sweats and 
scrubs, the Bruckers ap¬ 
pear before the judge, one 
by one, to discuss their 
cases. 

Each is accused of mur¬ 
der, and the two Camp- 
bellsville residents face as 
much as life in prison if 
found guilty. 

The cases against Dale 
Brucker and Brianna 
Brucker are moving for¬ 
ward, with jury trials sched¬ 
uled in a few months. 

The two appeared on 
April 1 before Taylor Cir¬ 
cuit Court Judge Allan 
Bertram to hear the status 
of their cases. 

Brianna Brucker, 21, 
is housed at the Taylor 
County Detention Center. 
Dale Brucker, 27, is incar¬ 
cerated at Marion County 
Detention Center. 

TheBruckers, formerly of 
109 Mill St. in Campbells- 
ville, are accused of killing 
Charles Brett Hayden Jr.,

They have since pleaded 
not guilty. 

According to their in¬ 
dictments, the Bruckers 
caused the trauma that led 
to the baby’s death on July 
22, 2012, at Kosair Chil¬ 
dren’s Hospital in Louis¬ 
ville. Police say Hayden 
died of blunt force trauma. 


Dale Brucker 

Dale Brucker’s request 
for a bond reduction has 
been denied once again. 

During the hearing, 
which lasted about 10 
minutes, Shanda West- 
Stiles of the Department 
of Public Advocacy in 
Columbia, who is repre¬ 
senting Brucker, said the 
investigation into the alle¬ 
gations against her client is 
continuing. 

When Brucker last ap¬ 
peared in court, he asked 
for his $125,000 cash bond 
to be reduced. Bertram 
asked Brucker to deter¬ 
mine how much money he 
could post and report back 
to him. 

West-Stiles said Bruck¬ 
er’s family members have 
said they believe they 
can post 10 percent of a 
$20,000 bond, which is 
$2,000. She said Brucker 
is also agreeable to be¬ 
ing monitored by a GPS 
tracking device and home 
incarceration until his trial 


date. Brucker would live in 
Casey County if released. 

Bertram said Brucker 
is charged with a Class A 
felony, which is punish¬ 
able by as much as life in 
prison, and being a persis¬ 
tent felony offender. 

While that is true, West- 
Stiles said, Brucker was 
staying at a treatment facil¬ 
ity in Lexington and turned 
himself in when a warrant 
was issued for his arrest. 

Commonwealth’s At¬ 
torney Shelly Miller, who 
is prosecuting the Bruck¬ 
ers, has said she opposes a 
bond reduction. 

Saying that he won’t 
accept the terms Brucker 
proposed, Bertram denied 
the request.

Brianna Brucker ap¬ 
peared before Bertram for 
a two-minute hearing. 

Casey County attorney 
Donald Thomas is rep¬ 
resenting her. He said he 
suggests that another pre¬ 
trial hearing be scheduled

By now, most high 
school seniors should have 
completed the college ap¬ 
plication process and will 
begin receiving financial 
aid award letters. 

Seniors and their par¬ 
ents should compare those 
letters to find the one that 
offers the best financial 
aid package, the Kentucky 
Higher Education Assis¬ 
tance Authority (KHEAA) 
advises. 

The letter will usually 
show the total cost of at¬ 
tendance — what it costs 
to go to that school for 
one school year, including 
tuition, fees, room, meals, 
books, supplies, transpor¬ 
tation and personal ex¬ 
penses. 

It may also show how 


much the student’s family 
is expected to pay toward 
those costs, the expected 
family contribution (EFC). 
The EFC is subtracted 
from the total cost of at¬ 
tendance to get a student’s 
financial need. 

The letter will then list 
various sources of finan¬ 
cial aid offered to pay for 
the costs not covered by 
the EFC. 

Students can accept or 
reject any or all of those 
proposed sources. 

One consideration is 
how much of the aid be¬ 
ing offered is in federal 
student loans, which will 
have to be paid back after 
a student finishes school. 

If the package includes 
federal loans and isn’t 


enough to pay all expenses, 
students may be looking at 
a private education loan. 
Comparison shopping is a 
must in that case. 

KHEAA is the state 
agency that administers 
Kentucky’s student fi¬ 
nancial aid programs, 
including the Kentucky 
Educational Excellence 
Scholarship (KEES).

Open the door to the Mint¬ 
onville Grocery and take a 
walk back into time on old 
wooden floors while looking 
at walls adorned with an¬ 
tiques. 

But what hits next is the 
rich aroma of what southern¬ 
ers call “good country cook¬ 
ing” as breakfast or the spe¬ 
cial of the day is being served. 
This place just plain smells 
like home cooking. 

Anna Bradshaw, owner of 
Mintonville Grocery in mral 
southeastern Casey County, 
opened the grocery on March 
1 and since then, she said 
she’s not had a chance to slow 
down. 

“I think the reason we’ve 
been so impressive to the 
community is because when 
you walk in here, it’s real 
food for real people. We don’t 
fake nothing. Our fried fish 
is real fish, our fried chicken

is real chicken,” Bradshaw 
said, adding that people have 
come from Danville, Somer¬ 
set, Russell Springs and other 
nearby communities to eat in 
the combination country store 
and diner. 

In addition, Bradshaw said 
that members of the Mint¬ 
onville community and sur¬ 
rounding areas have support¬ 
ed the store’s reopening. 

“They’ve purchased things, 
they’ve physically helped us 
with plumbing, smoothing 
out the parking lot, and other 
things. It’s been crazy,” she 
said. 


Vivacious and friendly, 
Bradshaw said owning the 
store — which first opened in 
the late 1920s — is what she 
has always wanted. 

“I’ve had a dream all my 
life to own a store. The Lord 
saw fit for it to be this,” she 
said. And, it’s obvious she’s 
living her dream when she 
puts food on the table. 

Homemade chicken and 
dumplings, fried fish and 
chicken dinners featuring real 
mashed potatoes, cole slaw, 
along with hamburgers, hot 
dogs, and deli sandwiches 
are on the menu. Customers 
can also purchase sliced deli 
meats and cheeses. 

“We also have meat loaf, 
pork chops, and livers. Our 
daily menu and specials are 
listed on Facebook,” she said. 
And as with most country 
diners, pinto beans and corn- 
bread are always available. 

Because the store opens at 
5 a.m., items such as sausage 
biscuits, eggs, bacon, tender¬ 
loin, biscuits and gravy, are 


among breakfast choices on 
the menu. 

However, the store is 
more than a diner. It also has 
snacks, drinks, and basic gro¬ 
cery items with others on the 
way. 

“We will have pet supplies 
in two weeks and I’m plan¬ 
ning a dollar store area. If we 
don’t have something that 
someone wants, we’ll get it 
for them,” Bradshaw said. 

In addition, the store has 
gas pumps. But unlike other 
stores, a family member in 
the store pumps the gas. A 
diesel pump will be added in 
mid-April along with oils and 
grease for vehicles and trac¬ 
tors. 

Still, for Bradshaw, it’s all 
about family and community. 

“We are a family owned 
business that wants to feed 
people well, treat people well, 
and become a part of this 
community. That’s what we 
want. We enjoy being here,” 
she said.

Cattle producers need to watch out for grass tetany 


With spring finally ar¬ 
riving pastures are begin¬ 
ning to green up. For most 
cattle producers, that is a 
welcome event that leads 
to less reliance on feed¬ 
ing hay. But University of 
Kentucky College of Agri¬ 
culture, Food and Environ¬ 
ment specialists said this is 
also the time for producers 
to watch out for and pre¬ 
vent a condition called 
grass tetany in their cattle. 

“Grass tetany is also 
known as grass staggers, 
lactation tetany or hypo¬ 
magnesemia,” said Mi¬ 
chelle Arnold, UK exten¬ 
sion veterinarian. “Grass 
tetany is a metabolic dis¬ 
order caused by reduced 
magnesium levels in the 
animals’ blood.” 

In general, the condition 
affects older, early lacta¬ 
tion cows, but it can also 
affect dry cows, young 
cows and, in rare cases, 
growing calves.

“You should watch out 
for cattle that show symp¬ 
toms such as nervousness, 
lack of coordination, mus¬ 
cle spasms and staggering. 
This may lead to convul¬ 
sions, coma and death,” 
Arnold explained. “If you 
suspect cattle are showing 
signs of grass tetany, you 
need to contact a veteri¬ 
narian because early treat¬ 
ment can save animals.” 

While grass tetany can 
occur in fall and winter, it 
most frequently occurs in 
spring with young, cool- 
season grasses and small 
grains that are utilized as 
forage. 

“This year we have the 
same chance of cattle hav¬ 


ing problems with grass 
tetany as in previous 
years,” said Donna Amar- 
al-Phillips, UK dairy spe¬ 
cialist. “With the later start 
in grass growth this year, 
grass tetany may occur 
later in the spring, but a 
lot of it comes down to the 
weather as we proceed.” 

While there may not be 
a higher incidence of the 
problem this year, manag¬ 
ing it may be more eco¬ 
nomically significant than 
past years. 

“The high-value of beef 
cattle this year makes man¬ 
aging the risk of grass tet¬ 
any even more important 
from an economics point 
of view,” said Jeff Lehm- 
kuhler, UK beef specialist. 
“Cull cows are currently 
in excess of $100 per hun¬ 
dredweight and feeders are 
around $1,000 to $1,200 
per head. So, minimizing 
the risk is relatively in¬ 
expensive and definitely 


worth the cost.” 

Feeding magnesium or 
“high-mag” mineral sup¬ 
plements is the best way 
to reduce the occurrence 
of grass tetany. Most feed 
stores carry the supple¬ 
ments. Ideally producers 
need to start feeding those 
supplements 30 days be¬ 
fore spring grass growth. 
A free-choice high mag 
mineral, with a target in¬ 
take of 4 ounces, should 
contain 12 to 15 percent 
magnesium from magne¬ 
sium oxide. 

“Obviously prevention 
is the key; feeding magne¬ 
sium supplements before 
cattle begin to graze early 
spring grass will help to 
avoid it altogether,” Ar¬ 
nold said. “Response to 
treatment after symptoms 
begin is not always good 
and largely depends on the 
time between symptom 
onset and treatment begin¬ 
ning.” 


“Reducing the risk of 
grass tetany in grazing 
cattle involves using a bal¬ 
anced mineral supplement 
offered to lactating cattle 
free-choice. Producers 
must ensure the cattle con¬ 
sume the mineral product 
at or near the suggested in¬ 
take level on the feed tag,” 
Lehmkuhler recommend¬ 
ed. “Producers should not 
use straight white salt dur¬ 
ing this time of the year, as 
it reduces the intake of the 
complete mineral product 
and magnesium.” 

He indicated the key to 
using free-choice products 
was to find a product that 
was palatable and to man¬ 
age the mineral feeders to 
ensure cattle have access 
100 percent of the time. 

“It is a fact that magne¬ 
sium absorption is depen¬ 
dent upon having adequate 
sodium in the forestomach, 
but this does not preclude 
the necessity to provide 


elevated magnesium in the 
supplement,” he said. 

Other management 
strategies, in addition to 
supplementing magne¬ 
sium, include soil testing 
and applying fertilizer 
based on soil test results 
and using no more potas¬ 
sium than recommended. 
Lehmkuhler said research 
in Missouri has shown 
that phosphorus fertiliza¬ 
tion has increased plant 
magnesium levels in tall 
fescue. 

Producers can also graze 
cattle on legumes, which 
are high in magnesium, al¬ 
though their growth is of¬ 
ten limited in early spring. 

Arnold urged produc¬ 
ers to contact their county 
extension agents and local 
veterinarians for more in¬ 
formation.

guntruck opened up, Weth- 
ington volunteered. 

IEDs 

“Improvised explosive 
devices” homemade bombs 
hidden along roadsides in 
Iraq are a soldier’s nightmare. 
While on patrol in 2005, 
Wethington experienced first¬ 
hand several IED explosions 
but walked away unscathed. 

But not on Sept. 30 of that 
year. 

Based on witness reports 
from those who were with 
Wethington that day, Phillips 
said that from an IED, Jesse 
received injuries to his throat 
and the back of his head. 
Also, he suffered from hear¬ 
ing loss and blurred vision. 
However, he continued his 
mission. 

Back at the base, Phil¬ 
lips said, the official record 
shows that Wethington re¬ 
ceived medical attention and 
not surprisingly, returned to 
his gunner’s seat, manning a 
machine gun while on patrol 
until his return to the United 
States in January 2006. 

Homefront battle 

After returning home, 
Wethington began dealing 
with severe Post Traumatic 
Stress Disorder (PTSD), 
and battled dmg and alcohol 
abuse, which he defeated sev¬ 
eral years later. 

And doctors would even¬ 
tually come to recognize in 
2012 that Wethington had a 
TBI, or traumatic brain inju¬ 
ry, which affects not only his 
personality, but his ability to 


remember day-to-day activi¬ 
ties and events. 

“If I told Jesse to go to 
Walmart and get me a pair of 
shoes, size 9-and-a-half, he 
would instead go to Lowes 
and buy me a hammer that 
we had talked about days be¬ 
fore,” said Phillips as Weth¬ 
ington nodded in agreement. 

“But I can remember stuff 
like back when I was a kid but 
it’s hard for me to remember 
anything,” Wethington said. 

Another hero 

During the Purple Heart 
ceremony, McConnell also 
recognized one whom he 
called “a hero.” 

“I want to note that there 
is another hero in this stoiy. 
It’s Jesse’s friend and fellow 
soldier, retired Staff Sgt. Glen 
Phillips, who we heard from 
earlier this morning. It was 
Phillips who gathered the 
facts in order for Jesse to re¬ 
ceive his Purple Heart today. 
Glen, who is also from Lib¬ 
erty, has helped look out for 
Jesse and many other veter¬ 
ans over the years,” McCon¬ 
nell said. 

Phillips, who only met 
Wethington in January, 
sprang into action to help him 
as he has done with countless 
other veterans. 

“When I looked at his ben¬ 
efits, he should have been 
receiving more money. And 
in talking with Jesse, he men¬ 
tioned that he probably should 
have received a Purple Heart 
back in 2005,” Phillips recalls 
Wethington saying. 

In just two months, Phil¬ 
lips — using multiple sources 


of information — researched 
Wethington’s account of what 
happened in September 2005 
and saw that he did indeed 
deserve to be awarded the 
Purple Heart medal. 

“When he told me the sto¬ 
ry, I knew he was telling me 
the tmth. I couldn’t believe he 
was missed for a Purple Heart 
almost nine years ago,” Phil¬ 
lips said. 

But Phillips wasn’t satis¬ 
fied with just getting Weth¬ 
ington the medal he rightfully 
deserved. 

“I found out that Jesse was 
on 90 percent medical dis¬ 
ability from the Army when 
it should have been 100 per¬ 
cent,” Phillips said. Phillips 
is working with McConnell’s 
staff and the VA to correct his 
medical status and disability 
pay. 

Wethington and his fam¬ 
ily live in a modest five room 
rental house on Ky. 910 in 
Casey County. And they 
struggle to make ends meet, 
Phillips said. 

Additionally, Wethington’s 
wife, Ashley, cannot work as 
her husband requires almost 
frill time care. 

Phillips knew of a Care¬ 
taker’s Program where the 
Army will pay a family mem¬ 
ber to provide daily care for a 
wounded veteran. 

“For folks who are post 
9/11 veterans and who have 
a TBI, they will pay a spouse 
or family member or friend to 
make sure this vet gets to his 
appointments on time, takes 
his medications as needed, 
and who also makes sure he’s 
doing what he’s supposed to 
be doing,” Phillips said.

Wethington said that in the 
three months since his initial 
meeting with Phillips, his life 
has changed. 

“There’s no way in the 
world I could ever repay him 
for what he’s done for me. 
There’s nothing I could do to 
repay him,” Wethington said, 
referring to Phillips. 

Still, for Phillips, it’a all in 
a day’s work. 


“He deserves this. He just 
fell through eveiy crack there 
was,” Phillips said. 

Humble 

A man of few words, Weth¬ 
ington said that most days 
now are spent looking after 
Hannah and just trying to deal 
with PTSD and the problems 
associated with his TBI. 


“I also deer hunt and fish,” 
he said. 

Wethington said that he 
doesn’t consider himself a 
hero and that he wanted the 
medal for another reason. 

“It meant a whole lot for 
me to get it. But not only for 
me, but it meant a whole lot 
for my family — more for 
my kids and my wife,” Weth¬ 
ington said.

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After working at Fruit of the Loom manufacturing plants in Campbellsville and Jamestown for more 
than 37 years, Steve Burchell, along with 600 other employees, was told on April 3 that the plant would 
close by Dec. 31. Burchell said the company is moving their jobs to Honduras. 


Local economy impacted by 
Fruit of the Loom closing

Steve Burchell shakes 
his head in utter disbelief 
as he talks about the news 
he received at work on 
Thursday. 

“I’m shocked. There 
were people crying when 
they told us,” Burchell 
said, referring to Fruit of 
the Loom COO Tony Pe- 
laski informing 601 em¬ 
ployees that the textile 
plant in Jamestown was 
closing by Dec. 31. Lay¬ 
offs will be scheduled in 
phases, beginning June 8, 
according to a letter given 
to employees. 

But for Burchell, the 
closing was a deja vu 
event — he was laid off 
from Fruit of the Loom in 
Campbellsville in 1998 af¬ 
ter having been there more 
than 21 years. 

“I started in Campbells¬ 
ville on Jan. 22, 1977 and 
had perfect attendance 
while I was there,” he 
said. 

Transferring to the 
Jamestown plant in 1998, 
Burchell, a mechanic in 
the knitting room, also 
boasts a record of never 
having missed a day in the 
16 years he’s been there. 

At 57 years of age, 
Burchell’s not sure what 
he’ll do when the job he 
now holds is terminated. 
And that day can come 
any time from now until 
Dec. 31. 

As concerns future work 
prospects, Burchell is still 
trying to digest the layoff. 

“I ain’t really thought 
about it. I just try and de¬ 
lete it out of my brain. You 
don’t really want to accept 
what has happened,” he 
said. 

Nearing retirement age, 
Burchell also wonders 
what will happen with the 
money he has saved in his 
retirement account over 
the years. 

“I don’t know exactly. 
We do have a 40IK over 
there. I don’t know how 
that’s going to work. They 
haven’t given us that in¬ 
formation yet,” he said. 

But if there’s any silver 
lining at all in this see- 
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I’m shocked. There 
were people crying 
when they told us.

nario, it’s how Burchell 
will trade the stress of los¬ 
ing his job for another — 
work related pressure. 

“The stress level runs re¬ 
ally high over there. They 
expect too much out of the 
older people. They forget 
it’s the older people who 
made the company what it 
is today,” Burchell said. 

Gwen Russell, a Casey 
Countian who’s worked at 
the plant for almost three 
years, said that she was 
shocked to learn the news, 
and on her day off. 

“I had already heard 
about it on Facebook and 
from friends working the 
day before,” said Russell, 
who will be 60 in Novem¬ 
ber. 

But Russell, who said 
that she enjoyed working 
at Fruit of the Loom, isn’t 
too worried about the fu¬ 
ture. 

“I don’t know what 
I’ll do. I’ll just wait and 
see what the Lord has in 
store,” she said. 

The closure of the plant 
will also affect other busi¬ 
nesses in Casey County 
and it’s only now begin¬ 
ning to become reality. 

Economic impact 

Kenny Pratt, who owns 
Pratt Trucking Company 
in Liberty, said that losing 
work for the Jamestown 
plant will hit his bottom 
line. 

“It’s a pretty good 
chunk. It’s probably about 
$80,000 a year. We’ve 
done work for them for 
about 20 years. We work 
on their trailers,” Pratt 
said, adding he had no 


idea this was coming. 

As to how many Casey 
Countians worked at the 
plant, a call placed to plant 
manager Jeff Wiles was 
not returned. 

But the greatest finan¬ 
cial loss to the area will be 
to the City of Jamestown 
and Russell County. 

City Clerk Tony 
McGowan said that they 
are still reeling from 
the news and will have 
to make adjustments to 
Jamestown’s budget. 

“It’s bad. But I don’t 
know how to explain 
$208,000 worth of bad,” 
McGowan said, referring 
to the occupational tax 
the city receives from the 
plant’s workers. 

And it’s just not only the 
occupational tax that the 
city will lose. 

“We sold them about 
$1.6 million in water and 
sewer last year,” he said. 

The county will fare no 
better in what they lose. 

Russell County Judge- 
Executive Gary Robertson 
said that the county also 
received occupational tax 
monies from the plant. 

“We got about $165,000 
in occupational taxes last 
year,” Robertson said. 

Robertson received 
the news while attending 
a meeting in Frankfort 
where Gov. Steve Beshear 
was speaking. 

“When he got done, I got 
a chance to talk to him and 
he wasn’t aware of any¬ 
thing. I told him we need 
all the help he can give us 
from their side of it with 
Economic Development 
and Workforce Services,” 
he said. 

While workers, busi¬ 
nesses, and government 
bodies are dealing with 
the loss, Burchell said 
he has a message for the 
company owned by War¬ 
ren Buffet and Berkshire 
Hathaway. 

“Why are you taking 
all our jobs to Honduras? 
You don’t think we like to 
live a lifestyle of having a 
home and all the features 
that goes along with life? I 
like having insurance and 
retirement,” he said. 
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The announcement was made on Thursday that the Fruit of the Loom textile manufacturing plant in 
Jamestown would close by Dec. 31. The plant employs 601 people, including many from Casey County.
